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War began January 16, 1991, it’s 
declaration was climactic of five 
months of political adversity, originat- 
ing August 2, 1990. On this date, Iraq, 
led by it’s controversial president, Sad- 
dam Hussein, seized it’s small neigh- 
boring country, Kuwait. The minute na- 
tion appeared to be involuntarily 
annexed. 

Cries of diplomacy resounded from 
Washington, aimed at Iraq, and Hus- 
sein. In an effort to catalyze an Iraqi 
withdrawal, and to prevent the invasion 
from progressing into Saudi Arabia, the 
United States initiated Military Opera- 
tion Desert Shield. The necessary de- 
ployment of U.S. Reserves resulted in 
the sum total of United States soldiers 
located in Saudi Arabia and the Persian 
Gulf equaling 400,000. The media, put- 
ting the situation into perspective, sim- 
ply referred to it as “the gulf crisis”. 

Responding to Hussein’s self-pro- 
claimed “Holy War”, the United Na- 
tions issued trade embargoes on Iraq. 
However, economic deceit was not to 
be the solution to this crisis. As the 
United State’s operations became in- 
creasingly offensive, the U.N. set what 
some believed to be a symbolic dead- 
line. Iraq’s withdrawal from Kuwait 
was to take place before January 15, 
1991, or use of force would be autho- 
rized. The anticipation and uncertainty 
surrounding the deadline was intense. 

“T feel very disturbed about the cri- 
sis, the uncertainty of what’s going to 
happen,” said R.O.T.C. Cheif Palmer, 
“ .,.. my feelings weigh even heavier 
because I have so many R.O.T.C. sons 
and daughters in the crisis area.” 
Among his “sons”, Shawn Garrett, a 
1989 graduate of Central, returned 
from the gulf just prior to the deadline. 
“No one is looking forward to it,” said 
Garrett of the January 15 deadline, “. . 

but the anticipation is unbelieveable.” 

Various classes wrote to those serving 
in Saudi Arabia and the Persian Gulf, 
and with some, a pen-pal relationship 
was formed. A group of.students in 
Mrs. Kroll’s English class became ex- 
tremely involved in their correspon- 
dence. “... this gave me the opportuni- 
ty to extend my friendship to someone 
serving in another country, someone 
definitely in need of a friend,” claimed 
David Lukas. For some, the somewhat 
personal relationship altered or helped 
to form views on the issue. “The per- 
spective I gained from reading the sol- 
diers’ letters was how much they (the 
soldiers) want to be home . . . it doesn’t 
seem fair that someone who wanted so 
much to be home should have to stay in 
Saudi Arabia,” said Ibraham Ali. 

The January 15 deadline arrived, and 
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the world observed. Shortly thereafter, 
with the transformation of U.S. Opera- 
tion Desert Shield to Desert Storm, 
conflict began, and war was declared. 
The focus of many history classes shift- 
ed to world events, often teachers al- 
tered their lesson plans to conform to 
current events. “Not to glorify war,” 
said United States History teacher 
Miss Sullivan, “but the events of today 
is what being a history teacher is all 
about.” At no point was there a more 
genuinely extreme sense of political and 
social concern.expressed by students 
than in those moments. 

Discussion became formal as stu- 
dents assembled to voice their opinions 
in what became a debate-like fashion. 
The group was clearly divided, there 
were those who were supportive of the 
United States methods and motives. “If 
we had turned our heads and allowed 
Iraq to take Kuwait, there’s no telling 
what would’ve happened next,” said 
Scott Nelson. There were also those 
who denounced the United State’s 
standpoint, stressing the need for the 
country’s own social reform. “It’s hap- 
pened so many times that we’ve turned 
our backs, I think we could just let this 
go and concentrate on our own prob- 
lems,” commented Michelle Long. 

Though divided on political judge- 
ment, concern for the troops well being 
was common among all students. A 
large percentage of students had either 
relatives or friends serving in Desert 
Storm, which created a far more per- 
sonal aspect. of the war. 

“After the declaration of the war, I 
began to wonder if my friend would 
ever return home,” said Tracy Frieden- 
berg. The prospect of having a member 
of one’s immediate family in active duty 
seemed even more overwhelming. “... 
the fact that my mother is going over 
there really scares me . . . I feel Presi- 
dent Bush did the right thing and I’m 
just praying that we do our job and 
bring everyone (including my mom) 
home safely,” Jen Police said, describ- 
ing her anxiety. 

Acknowledgement of the crisis came 
in many forms, positive or negative. 
However, whether through yellow rib- 
bons, symbolic..of support, signs of 
question and protest, or perhaps merely 
through thoughtful consideration, near- 
ly all demonstrated concern for the is- 
sues unfolding before them. It was not a 
situation in which students were led into 
indifference, nor intent upon ignorance. 
The war presented it’s individual im- 
pact to all and it’s effects were numer- 
ous and enduring.

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ACADEMICS

How many people could stand to 
be drawn away from important work 
suddenly, willing to put everything 
aside for whatever else came their 
way? In Central High School, there 
were at least 10 such patient people. 
They were the people who came to 
work each morning not knowing 
what the day would bring, the 
counselors. 

A counselor’s job included sched- 
uling classes, receiving assignments 
for absentees, checking report cards, 
setting up parent-teacher confer- 
ences, and taking care of honors’ lists 
and credits.

She and other 
counselors helped students see who 
they were and where they were go- 
ing. Counselors had to provide a 
place where students wanted to go to 
get help.

It 
was a challenging job, but it’s worth 
it, as Mr. Watson explained, “when 
people are thankful.”

Acceptance to the National Honor 
Society was a recognition of aca- 
demic achievement, and those who 
were admitted took on the responsi- 
bility of providing an academic ex- 
ample for the entire school. Mem- 
bers also accepted the task of 
community service which the Na- 
tional Honor Society was notorious 
for. The Central High School branch 
of the National Honor Society was 
an organization with an emphasis on 
“service.”
